The fees for storm water drain- 
age, never before charged, are 
fixed under a new formula 
worked out by Frank J. McDevitt, 
president of the Board of Public 
Service, and approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. They are based on the 
contribution to excess run-off 
{more than normal) caused by 
improvements in the respective 
areas.

In three other cities, where 
cost of the meters already has 
been paid off, gross monthly rev- 
enues art: Maplgwood, 399 meters, 
$1800; University City, 133 dou- 
ble-headed meters and 15 single 
meters, $1400, and Kirkwood, 275 
meters, $1300.

Broken Home Is Largest Factor 


In Background of Youthful Crime 


58 Pct. of New York’s Young Offenders in 
1949 Came From Families Split 
by Divorce or ae

It is the largest single factor 
today in the background of 
youthful crime, narcotics addic- 
tion, sex aberrations and all the 
thousand-and-one different in- 
stances of behavior by young 
people that crowd police files. 

Twenty or 25 years ago crimi- 
nologists and juvenile court offi- 
cers listed “bad companions” as 
the major cause in cases of 
youthful crime or delinquency. It 
is still a leading factor. 

Today, however, the notation 
“broken home” has far surpassed 
all other elements. It appears 
over and over again after the 
names of young offenders. 

In the New York area in 1949, 
for example, 58.6 per cent of 
these offenders came from homes 
split by divorce or the death of 
a parent. The figure was 53.8 
for the previous year. Israel Ger- 
ver, statistician and professor of 
criminology at Brooklyn College, 
said it has gone up about 10 per 
cent since 1933.

What does it all mean? 

When a youngster breaks the 
law probation officers put a 
microscope on his past life. They 
search out every detail, examin- 
ing his parents, his home life, 
companions and an encrmous 
number of minute but important 
facts. They try to answer the 
eternal “why” of a crime. 

They call the broken home a 
tragedy, and find it the chief ele- 
ment in the background of youth- 
ful law-breaking. 

Parents Often the Trouble. 


Parents themselves frequently 
bring their children to the proba- 
tion officer because they “can't 
handle them.” Frequently, the 
officers say, they discover the 
base of the trouble in the parents. 

Irving W. Halpern, a New York 
officer, listed a series of causes 
for the troubles of young people, 
—— them bad housing, lurid

AMERICAN GIRL 
NAMED AS RED 
SPY IN FAR EAST 


Listed in Documents Pre- 
sented by Willoughby 
on Prewar Russian Es- 
pionage Ring. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP) 
—An American girl, identified 
only as Miss Reh Bennett, was 
named in documents given the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee today as a member of 
Russia’s prewar spy ring in the 
Far East. 

She was described as about 25 
years old-and “beautiful despite 
a large nose” in a document that 
quoted the alleged radio operator 
for the ring. 

The documents were intro- 
duced in evidence during testi- 
mony from Maj. Gen. Charles A. 
Willoughby who collected them 
while Army intelligence chief in 
Tokyo under Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

Willoughby himself named an- 
other American as “possibly” con- 
nected with the Soviet spy ap- 
paratus. 

He said “spotty evidence” in 
Japan and “possibly supporting” 
information from the Chinese po- 
lice indicated that Leon Minster 
of Brdigeport, Conn., may have 
been a member of the ring’s com- 
munications network. 

" Willoughby said a. Mrs. Bessie 
Minster—he didn’t know what re- 
lation if any she was to Leon 
Minster—was a sister of V. M. 
Molotov, Russia’s World War II 
Foreign Minister. 

Willoughby was the only wit- 
ness heard yesterday. 

At the request of members of 
the committee, as well as on his 
own initiative, Willoughby so fre- 
quently digressed from the pre- 
pared line of presentation that 
plans were abandoned for com- 
pleting the current phase of the 
hearings in two days. 

Under the revised schedule,

Committees Oppose House Plan for Separate | manicipal 
Office---Bill Divides Authority Among 
Three Agencies. | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP) 
—Senators voted today to give 
the White House general control 
over the new $7,499,000,000 for- 
eign aid program. 

Rejecting a House ~ approved 
proposal to turn the program over 
to a separate mutual security 
agency, the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions and Armed Services Com- 
mittees voted 19 to 1 to divide au- 
thority ‘among the Pentagon, State 
Department and the Economic Co- 
operation Admnistration. 

Any policy dispute, however, 
would be settled by the President 
himself, an individual he desig- 
nates for that job or by a three- 
member advisory board which he 
would name. 

The arbitrators would have no 
connection with any other Gov- 
ernment department and would 
operate from the White House. 

Previously President Truman 
had acted to give Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson policy direc- 
tion of the program. 

Would Bar Acheson, Harriman. 

The Senate committees’ action 
would bar Acheson from this role, 
as well as Ambassador W. Averell 
Harriman, Truman’s foreign pol- 
icy adviser, unless he severed his 
connection with the State Depart- 
ment. 

Under the plan, as outlined by 
Chairman Connally, the Defense 
Department would have control 
of the military phase of the pro- 
gram. 

This would include (1) deter- 
mination of what military items 
should be manufactured, (2) their 
purchase, (3) priorities, allocation 
and apportionment as between 
countries in military spending, (4) 
supervision of the use made of 
the military items and (5) super- 
vision of foreign troop training. 

This authority was sought by 
Robert Lovett, acting Secretary 
of Defense, in a letter to Con- 
nally.

7. Non-recognition of any 
changes brought about by the use 
of force or threat of the use of 
force against the territory or in- 
dependence of a nation.

GUERRILLA FRC 
IN MANGHURIA 


Rebels Disrupt Communi- 
cations, Burn Huge 
Tracts of Forests, Com- 
munists Report. 


HONG KONG, Aug. 23 (UP)— 
Communist China disclosed today 
its forces have been combatting 
a widespread guerrilla movement 
for the last three months in Man- 
churia northwest of Korea. 

The guerrillas disrupted com- 
munications and burned huge 
tracts of forest, an official Com- 
munist dispatch from Mukden 
said. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
militiamen were called up on 
round-clock duty in “large-scale 
operations” against the rebels. 
The militiamen were organized 
around a hard core of disabled 
and demobilized Chinese soldiers, 
the dispatch said. 

Guards have been placed on 
bridges, roads and railways as 
well as at strategic points in the 
forests—sorely needed as timber 
supplies by the Peiping govern- 
ment, 

In Jehol province alone, the 
dispatch said, militiamen were 
called out to fight 1283 forest 
fires since May. 

“Within three months,” the dis- 
patch said, “Jehol militiamen un- 
covered many counter-revolution- 
ary cases, caught five arch coun- 
ter-revolutionaries and over 100 
bandits, special agents and feudal 
chieftains.” 

The rebels were hunted out in 
the mountains and mopped up, 
according to the dispatch, and 
guards posted at all strategic 
points. 

The campaign to destroy Man- 
churian forests has had its effect 
on Red China’s economy, accord- 
ing to other dispatches. The Pei- 
ping government recently issued 
a directive instructing officials to 
do everything possible to con- 
serve timber supplies.

“The Allies have deprived us 
of a chance to earn a livelihood, 
of a chance to be a decent hu- 
man being, all because we fought 
for our country. 

“In America, which is a rich 
country, you can afford to re- 
ward your soldiers with an abun- 
dance of worldly goods. Germany 
has never had similar resources, 
s0 we have had to reward our 
soldiers with honor. 

“Perhaps it’s true we overdid 
it, but the Allies have imposed 
humiliations, jail sentences, slan- 
derous condemnations in order 
to crush the sense of honor which 
was the staff of our life. How 
can you expect us to forget?” 

New Danger Causes Change. 

But in the face of the new dan- 
ger from the east, most German 
professionals have after all for- 
gotten or, let| us say, chosen not 
to remember. The passage of 
time has helped. So have the 
Russians. | 

The ruthless rebuilding of an 
East German war machine has 
spread the alarm. Harrowing 
stories of Russia brought back by 
German prisoners of war have 
stirred even the Rhinelanders, 
who are difficult to dislodge from 
their perennial preoccupation 
with butter and bread. 

Finally Gen. Eisenhower him- 
self has played an important 
psychological role. Early this 
year, Gen. Eisenhower declared 
while on a visit to Frankfurt: 

“The dishonorable and despica- 
ble acts of Hitler and his criminal 
group reflected only on those in- 
dividuals and not on the German 
soldier as such.” 

With these words Gen. Ike 
made it possible for the average 
German soldier to feel himself 
regarded once again as an honor- 
able man. : 

Gen. Halder’s own change of 
heart is reflected by a statement 
he made to me this week. The 
former chief of staff asserted: 
“Today, if the Russians should 
start westward, hundreds of thou- 
sands of Germans would rush to 
the Allies to demand arms with 
which to fight.” 

“Would Join European Army.” 

“But how do the former offi- 
cers feel about joining in a Euro- 
pean army?” I asked. 

“They are ready,” said Gen. 
Halder, “but within the frame- 
work of European army they 
must be treated on an equal 
basis.” 

Gen. Halder pointed out that it 
will take several years to train 
a fresh crop of German youth in 
soldiering to span this vacuum 
of time. Gen. Halder maintained 
that the West German govern- 
ment should register at once all 


German veterans of the war with 
Russia so they could swiftly be 
located in time of crisis. Specific 
equipment should be set aside to 
be handed to these veterans in 
the event of an emergency. 

The veterans, the general em- 
phasized, are the only force cap- 
able of fighting in the immediate 
future. When the new soldiers are 


trained the veteran ‘mobilization 
plan can be discarded. 

Gen. Halder is but one of a 
score of former Wehrmacht offi- 
cers and men with whom I talked 
on my two-week tour or whose 
interrogations I have read. Al- 
most unanimously the old soldiers 
are agreed that, despite the risks, 
the first steps toward rearmament 
must be taken and soon. 

Would Alter Power Balance. 

The risks are very great be- 
cause, as the Russians realize, the 
rearmament of the Germans will 
drastically alter the balance of 
power in Europe. Within 12 to 18 
months Stalin will have lost his 
last best chance for easy victory. 
So will he be tempted to strike 
before the West becomes too 
strong? 

That, of course, is the question 
that preoccupies all of Europe. 
That is the reason why the West 
must build its arms quickly and 
with determination. The quicker 
our might grows, the less time 
is there for Stalin to act. 

The fact that Germany's pro- 
fessional soldiers are prepared to: 
take this calculated risk of re- 
arming despite provocation does 
not mean that the West German 
public is as yet fully behind 
them. 

As Halder emphasized, the 
ravages of World War II have 
produced a great wave of Ger- 
man pacificism, a spirit of peace 
at any price, but the Wehrmacht 
support for a European army and 
the professional's confidence in 
the West undoubtedly do much 
to rally German opinion. 


Human Reasons for Change. 


There are very practical human 
reasons why the German gener- 


als are now ready to take arms 
on the side of the Allies. 


| First, they hate the Russians 


and the Soviet Russians even 
more. (Germany has always been 
the bulwark against the Slavs, 
said Halder). 

Second, the German profes- 
Sionals are confident that Amer- 
ica will win. 
~®“T have complete faith in ulti- 
mate American victory in case of 
war,” said Gen. Halder, “but the 
big problem in Europe is to build 
up strength so that a Russian 
blow cannot only be parried but 
quickly hurled back with a 
counter-attack. Otherwise the 
Russians stand to gain most of 
Europe before the final victory 


comes.”

However, his letter to Yoshida 
seemed to be a full exposition of 
his views. 

“I rejoice with you and the 
Japanese people that a fair and 
just treaty is projected for early 
consummation,” MacArthur 
wrote. “It is indeed a source of 
immense personal satisfaction 
that the spiritual and moral 


values which throughout have 
guided the formulation of occu- 


pation policy will find permanent | 
reflection in the instrument de- | 


signed formally to restore the 
peace. 

“Thereby, Japan will reassume 
a position of dignity and equality 
within the family of nations and 
take a firm and invincible stand 
with the free world to repel those 
evil forces of international Com- 
munist tyranny which seek cov- 
ertly or by force of arms to de- 
stroy freedom.” 


Yoshida wrote: 


“On this joyful day (July 13) I 
desire to express the profound 
gratitude of myself and my gov- 
ernment to you who have long 
been a vigorous proponent of an 
early peace for <apan. It is 
gratifying that your efforts and 
exhortations have borne fruit. 


“A fair and magnanimous 
treaty has been written embody- 
ing the principles as laid down 
first by you.

MacArthur listed eight “sound 
political policies and principles 
of good government” which he 
said would assure Japan healthy 
national progress: 


High public morality; frugal 
use of the public purse; avoid- 
ance of excessive centralization 
of political power; preservation 
of free, competitive enterprise; 
vigorous enforcement of the land 
and labor laws; encouragement of 
public criticism and preserving 
of the bill of rights; courts must 
champion human justice; Com- 
munism must be firmly repelled.

$50,000,000 for Supplies. 

Of the $65,255,000 voted by 
the House, about $50,000,000 must 
be used for supplies in case of 
an air raid.

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While it could be that the Communist chain 
of command operated this fast, there is more 
than a possibility that all these moves were 
decided on in advance. It is scarcely probable 
that the Communists went into a thorough con- 
ference after midnight, considered all aspects 
of the matter and reported their decision before 
2 a.m. 

A further reason te be very dubious about 
the Communist allegations is the way the “in- 
cident” was reported in the Moscow press. The 
asserted bombing—one rumpled piece of metal 
was the chief bit of evidence—got an excited 
presentation. The Russian reader must have 
thought that a premediated attack by one or 
more planes took place and that there was no 
question whatever about the intent of the U.N. 
to kill Communists in the Kaesong neutral area. 

But having screamed about the “attack,” the 
Kremlin’s press said nothing whatever about 
the fact that the Reds called off the truce talks. 
True or untrue, Moscow had no trouble in 
shaping the whole business to its propaganda 
ends. 

How much longer do the Communist think 
they can string out the truce talks? They are 
wearing patience thin. If they want peace, they 
will agree to a cease-fire order and work out 
the details of the peace later. 

That has been the U.N. position all along. 
Why can it not be the position of the Com- 
munists? If the Communists mean the peace 
they profess, the Kaesong conference will be 
speedily resumed. 
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Reforms for the RFC 

W. Stuart Symington, the new RFC adminis- 
trator, says he supports a Senate subcommit- 
tee’s general plans for reforming his big lend- 
ing agency. Despite the partisan echoes over the 
Senate’s RFC investigation, Congress should not 
be deaf to these highly constructive proposals 
which came out of the inquiry. 

The Senate Banking Committee has ducked 
the question of abolishing the RFC. But if the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation is contin- 


ued, then certainly its operations must be im- - 


proved. 

The most important improvement already has 
been made. That was the appointment of Mr. 
Symington as single administrator, to replace 
the old board of directors in which the public 
had lost confidence. Mr. Symington tightened 
lending policy, removed some employes and put 
operations in what he calls a, “goldfish bowl.” 

But other changes have been proposed by 
committee members who investigated the 
agency, and these ,have been incorporated in a 
bill. Generally, the measure would strengthen 
requirements that loans be made only in the 
public interest. It would require the adminis- 
trator to approve all major loans, and to state 
why he granted or denied any loan against 
advice of the new review board. 

Two other provisions are intended to dis- 
courage use of influence peddlers. One would 
require the RFC to post a list of loan appli- 
cants, naming anybody hired by them to help 
get a loan. The other would prevent a borrower 
from hiring RFC personnel within two years 
of obtaining a loan. 

Repeated disclosures of the RFC’s recent past 
demonstrated the need for such legislation on 
each point. And since a congressional investi- 
gation is primarily intended to aid legislation, 
Congress ought not neglect the bill to improve 
the RFC. 
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The First Blast 


It comes quite suddenly on a day toward the 
end of August. A gust of wind. A rainstorm in 
the night. A drop in the thermometer. A clear- 
ing of the air. The first brown leaf on the lawn. 


It is the first faint blast of the horns of the 
outriders of Autumn. It comes from the distant 
hills, and it will not be heard again for a time 
while they ride down into the intervening val- 
ley.

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Another Handout for Ships?

federal and state authorities. 

As matters stand, contractors say they are 
afraid to bid on the $24,818,000 emergency de- 
fense construction program at Scott Air Force 
Base because chey fear “shakedown” attempts 
by labor racketeers with firm grips on a few 
key AFL building trades unions. 

The contractors say they know from the ex- 
perience of others that, if they refuse demands 
for “payoffs,” they will run into sudden produc- 
tion slowdowns by craft unions controlled by 
the racketeers. Costs will suddenly soar beyond 
reason and losses will be terrific. 

The two prize examples the contractors point 
to are Rivers Construction Co., said to be taking 
a $2,000,000 loss in work on the $18,000,000 
Chain of Rocks canal locks, and Frazier-Davis 
Construction Co. The latter firm has completed 
a $5,000,000 pipeline job in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county at a cost reported to be $500,000 
above estimates. 

Contractors report the Rivers firm took the 
canal job with its eyes wide open to the virtual- 
ly monopolistic power of entrenched East Side 
unions and subcontractors. Despite the fact the 
firm sought out the local “fair-haired boys” as 
subcontractors, everything went wrong, it is 
said, the job being plagued by all kinds of 
featherbedding, jurisdictional disputes and slow- 
downs. 

Though the causes of those difficulties have 
never been made public, reports of Frazier- 
Davis Co.’s troubles on the Laclede Gas Co. 
pipeline project may enable our readers to draw 
their own conclusions. 

A contractor has told the Post-Dispatch that a 
man who represented himself as an emissary of 
Lawrence Callanan, ex-convict boss: of AFL 
Steamfitters’ Local 562, demanded a $50,000 
“payoff” on the job. When the demand was re- 
fused, the man warned there would be slow- 
downs and other labor trouble and that the job 
would cost $500,000 more than estimated. The 
contractor says both predictions proved to. be 
quite accurate. 

This is indeed a sickening report. How many 
cases are there in which a builder or a business 
man has knuckled down to a thug wearing a 
union pin? If such a condition is widespread, it 
goes without saying that the whole -metropolitan 
area is being hurt. 

Among the installations to be built at Scott 
Base are facilities for the defense of St. Louis 
in the event of bombing attack by an enemy. 
Must there be a payoff before even this vital 
work can be started? Is the Government itself 
to be shaken down? Just how powerful are the 
labor racketeers? 

Attorney General McGrath should send agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation after the 
answers. Surely, circuit court grand juries in 
St. Louis and in Madison, St. Clair and St. Louis 
counties should be interested in establishing the 
facts. 

Perhaps even AFL President William Green 
and international officers of the building trades 
unions may be moved to clear up this seeming 
smudge on organized labor. 
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Retort to the Road Busters 

Between them, Maj. Gen. L. J. Sverdrup and 
State Senator Michael Kinney produced a com- 
plete reply to the oil lobbyists and trucking 
crowd, who have sniped at improved Missouri 
road programs for so many years now. 

Senator Kinney noted that these lobbyists 
contend that what Missouri needs is another-sur- 
vey of its road situation. It has had repeated 
surveys and, as the doughty Senator observed, 
“all this talk about more studies is intended 
only to gain delay.” 

Gen. Sverdrup, himself a nationally-known en- 
gineer, refuted claims of the lobbyists that High- 
way Department engineering studies were too 
expensive and unwarranted. He said flatly that 
the departmental plans were reasonable, that 
there had been enough studies, and that the 
time had come for action. 

Action in this case means additional appro- 
priations from the Legislature. More road funds 
can only come from an increased gasoline tax 
and from higher truck fees, and there has been 
enough studying for a decade to prove them 
essential. Either Missouri gets more road money 
or it goes without better roads. 
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Change in the Labor Law 


Union shop contracts have become so much 
a part of our industrial life, as measures of la- 
bor security, that Congress is relieving them of 
some unnecessary requirements imposed by the 
Taft-Hartley Act. Nor is any opposition likely. 
The Senate passed a labor law amendment by 
unanimous vote, with Senator Taft himself as a 
sponsor. 

This amepgdment would permit signing of 
union shop contracts without prior elections 
among employes, though they could vote down 
such contracts later if they wished. The Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board has been forced to 
great expense to poll employes on their wishes 
as to the union shop, yet the results were usual- 
ly the same. In more than nine cases out of 10, 
the vote was for the contract. 

The amendment also gives legal standing to 
union shop contracts made before officers of the 
parent union had signed non-Communist oaths. 
The Supreme Court recently invalidated such 
contracts, and there were 4000 of them. So the 
new bill would relieve NLRB of having to con- 
duct thousands of new plant elections only to 
discover what it already knows, namely, that the 
union wanted the same contract. 

While the Taft-Hartley law prohibits the 
closed shop, which requires hiring of union

College football involves millions of dollars and has grown to the 
point where its directors even worry about anti-trust laws; gate 
receipts far surpass those of major baseball teams; brazen hunt 
for star performers naturally follows the commercial trend.

College football, big business in sports, 
is running into more growing pains. Scan- 
dal at West Point is raising questions 
about player-recruiting methods. Agree- 
ments to regulate television broadcasts of 
games have lawyers wondering whether 
colleges are bumping into anti-trust laws. 


Football itself, as colleges play it, long 

ago graduated out of an amateur status. 
Gate receipts in 1950 exceeded $100,000,- 
000. Major-league 
baseball, by compari- 
son, is small-time 
stuff with a “gate” 
of about 20 million, 
Investment in foot- 
ball plant and equip- 
ment is estimated 
conservatively at 
$300,000,000 and is 
growing year by 
year. 

As big business, 
college football looks 
to a regular supply 
of youths for its 
basic raw material. 

A fleet foot, a pair of 

slippery hips, a good eye plus a superior 
throwing arm may be worth tens or hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to a college 
—the difference between profit and loss. 


Where baseball can offer an individual 
player big pay—up to $100,000 a year— 
the college must cover up its offers. There 
may be an athletic scholarship worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars a year. Jobs are 
usually provided, at wages of $100 to $200 
or $300 a month and little actual work 
aside from football itself. Service acad- 
emies can offer education that costs the 
Government $30,000. . 


Without a Salary Scale 


In some cases, outstanding players are 
promised jobs after graduation by alumni 
who want their alma mater to excel. In- 
frequently, there are outright cash pay- 
ments— money tucked in a prospect's 
pocket on the night of high school grad- 
uation can persuade him to select a cer- 
tain college. But there is nothing formal, 
nothing exact, no recognized salary scale. 

Big stakes, really big money, neverthe- 
less, are involved in college football. 

Purdue University, for example, took in 
$597,110.50 on football during the year 
ended in June, 1950. Purdue spent $208,- 
758.49 on football that year—including 
items of $15,309.65 on equipment and 
$191,586.97 on “competition expense.” 
Football profit was $388,352.01. 

This paid for the loss on other sports 
at Purdue, contributed $33,098 to perma- 
nent improvements for the athietic de- 
partment, and added $95,449 to Purdue’s 
balance of funds for the year. 


Bowls and Golf Courses 


Ohio State University’s sports receipts 
last year reached $1,561,000. The Univer- 
sity spent $54,300 on its stadium; $2,500 
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These examples show the scale that 
football finances already have reached in 
colleges. The take, apparently, is to be 
swelled by television. Some colleges see 
an extra $100,000 or so in revenue, per 
big game, from the sale of TV rights. 

The players, by contrast, get a very 
small return for themselves out of the big 
sums now wrapped up in football. This 
appears true despite all the publicized 
subsidies paid to athletes. A player on 
the field, whose skill may mean a $100,- 
000 profit for his university, rarely gets 
a total return of as much as several thou- 
sand dollars a year and he has to take that 
indirectly. 

Outright pay for an athlete is strictly 
forbidden, of course, by college football 
rules. Rules violations of any kind are 
rarely admitted and almost never proved. 


Amateur Rules Forgotten 


The system of recruiting and managing 
athletes actually works on a semi-profes- 
sional and entirely business basis. It has 
worked that way for 30 years. As the 
financial importance of football grows, 
operations probably will tend to become 
more businesslike, not less. 

Many colleges admit this freely, though 
seldom on the record and in public. Their 
executives point out that, as the financial 
rewards of winning go higher, the com- 
petition for star players gets hotter. They, 
after all, are the individuals who can win 
games and draw crowds. 

In the struggle to obtain their services, 
rules of amateur sport are by-passed. 
Coaches watch the high schools for good 
players, sometimes depending on alumni 
as scouts, but often sending their own 
paid representatives around the country. 

Good prospects are signed up as fresh- 
men for college before they ever leave 
high school. West Point recently has given 

tours to selected high school 
seniors every year. The tour included six 
weeks’ residence at the Academy, with 
special training for the entrance exam. 
The Naval Academy at Annapolis and 
other colleges extend the same aid to 
athletes, but not to other students.

Miss Berkman’s main intention, how 
ever, has been critical.

Miss Berkman points out the artist’s re- 
jection of Shaw’s social purposiveness, of 
Lawrence’s “doctrine of mindlessness,” 
and her own devotion to “the highest de- 
velopment in humankind—the imagination, 
the delicate, evaluating sensibility.” She 
points out her impressionistic method, her 
“swift, illuminated glimpse into a char- 
acter or a situation at a given moment, 
the revelation of the kernel of meaning 
within the husk of the ordinary, the trif- 
ling, the banal.” 

Though Miss Berkman talks about these 
things, and often demonstrates them, her 
book remains merely adequate. It leaves 
us with too little of the high glow which 
Miss Berkman must feel for her subject. 
Its very proper strictures on Katherine 
Mansfield’s art thus have more emphasis‘ 
than may have been intended.

Many complaints have been 
heard in recent months about 
delays in mail delivery.

Congress 
reduced the post office budget by

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
Senators on the tax-vritine fi- 
nance committee met behind 
closed doors again today to take 


another look at—and maybe re- 
vise—their formula for increasing 
personal income taxes. 

One member told reporters late 
yesterday the formula did not 
work out the way the committee 
had anticipated. 

Tables issued to show how the 
formula would apply disclosed 
that some married couples in the 
$5000-to-$15,000 income brackets 
would pay more under the Sen- 
ate formula than under the 
straight 1242 per cent increase 
the House voted. Also the for- 
mula would impose a slight in- 
crease on high incomes while 
making only slight reductions 
from 12% per cent on low in- 
comes. 

The committee chairman 
Senator George of Georgia. 

Political Effect. 

Senators’ were close-mouthed 
about any changes that might be 
voted in the formula.. One indi- 
cated, however, there was fear 
the plan voted by the committee 
might stir up a political storm 
because of two features. These 
were the big benefit in the top 
brackets as compared with the 
House bill and the heavier im- 
pact on married pairs in the mid- 
dle brackets. 

The Senate formula would 
raise about $2,435,000,000 a year 
in additional revenue from the 
individual income tax, $412,000,- 
000 less than under the House 
bill. 

It would impose a defense tax 
on ‘the portion of an individual's 
taxable income which is left after 
he pays his present tax. The rate 
would be 3 per cent on the first 
$2000 of this. remainder and 4 
per cent on anything above that. 

The House plan, included in its 
$7,200,000,000 revenue - boosting 
bill, called for addition of 124% 
per cent to the amount the indi- 
vidual pays now. 

Extent of Increase. 

The increase for some married 
pairs under the Senate plan as 
compared with the House bill 
would not be great. 

For instance, a married couple 
with two children and $10,000 net 
income would pay $1791 under 
the House and $1812 under the 
Senate formula. 

As an example of the benefit 
of the Senate formula in the 
upper brackets, a similar couple 
with $50,000 net income would 
pay $21,245 under the House bill 
and $20,013 under the Senate 
plan,

Time—Loss Put at Mil- 
lion — 3 Reported 
Killed, 27 Injured. 


TAMPICO, Mexico, Aug. 23 
(AP)—The hurricane that raged 
over tropical seas all week taking 
more than 150 lives and causing 
millions of dollars in damage. 
was blowing itself out today in 
the mountains of Mexico. 


The storm — described as the 
worst recorded in Mexico—spent 
its final tury over the oil port 
of ‘Tampico yesterday. At least 
one person was killed here and 
the damage was expected to run 
far above $1,000,000. Twenty- 
seven persons were officially re- 
ported injured in Tampico. Un- 
verified = placed the cas- 
ualties as high as 300. 

(A later United Press dispatch 
said the hurricane killed at least 
persons at Tampico. It said the 
storm was 100 miles west of the 
city early today.) 

Twice the fierce winds hit Tain- 
pico with destructive blows—first 
when the hurricane’s front roared 
over, then when its back force 
followed up the mid-day calm of 
its central “eye.” Experts said 
the backlash wracked more de- 
struction. 

Broken communications and 
the black-out of a power shut-off 
prevented a check of all possible 
casualties and damage. 

There were unconfirmed re- 
ports of dead and injured at Soto 
la Marina, 120 miles up the Gulf 
Coast. 

The hurricane, which began ‘ts 
murderous rampage over Jamaica 
last weekend, killing about 150 
persons there, hit Tampico full 
force. Its velocity measured up 
to 160 miles an hour. 

High winds buffeted the flood- 
ed city all night. 

The ‘weather bureau said the 
hurricane was blowing northwest 
into the mountains where it 
would break up. 

Advance warning and knowl- 
edge of hurricanes probably 
saved many lives in this town of 
100,000 population. ? 

Several hundred persons were 
rescued from the wreckage of 
their homes. Four thousand fami- 
lies were reported homeless, shel- 
tered in schools and public build- 
ings. They were mostly from the 
flooded lowlands. Authorities 
have started a fund to feed them. 

Most of Tampico’s littered 
streets were under water after 
nearly 24 hours of driving rain. 
Practically all the houses were 
flooded.

Disciplining a Child 

isciplining a C 

By Frances L. llg and Louise Bates Ames 

HERE are three main current theories of discipline— 
T the strict authoritative, which says “No” to almost every- 

thing; the permissive, which says “Yes” to almost any- 
thing, and the informed permissive, which says “Yes” or “No” 
depending on the child’s stage of development and what can 
reasonably be expected and not expected of him. Of these, 
we believe that “informed permissiveness” is the most effec- 
tive, though perhaps the most difficult to follow. 

But regardless of your general theory, there is a second 
consideration in this matter of discipline, and that is the 
level at which you discipline your child. 

There are, we believe, desirable ‘ways of disciplining 
children and there are less desirable ways. We do not expect 
any parent, nor should parents expect themselves, always to 
work at the highest or most desirable level. Mothers are 
frequently overworked. Fathers are often overtired (and 
vice versa). And the “best” way is not always the easy way. 


* * * 

THE EASIEST WAY of disciplining and possibly the 
least desirable is the emotional level. We slap, we spank, we 
shout. Some mothers even go so far as to cry or to com- 
plain, “You don’t love mummy or you wouldn't act this way.” 

No mother need blame herself if she descends to this 
level on occasion. But if these are her customary methods, 
the chances are that she will not have a well-disciplined child. 

The second level is the rational or reasoning level, which 
involves mostly talking. We explain to the child why bad 
behavior gets bad results. We urge him to behave better. 
We tell him how bad his behavior makes us feel. In short, 
we reason with him. With some children this method works 
well. With some, it is just so many words wasted. 

The third level is, we believe, the most effective, but 
probably the most difficult, because it requires the most 
knowledge. It is simply to adapt our techniques of discipline 
to the child's abilities, interests, and. weaknesses at what- 
ever stage of development he has reached. We call this 


using developmental techniques.

It is possible that the first 
group mentioned, those who don’t 
like curry, have been victimized 
by cooks whose idea of making 
a curried dish consists merely of 
dumping in a few strong shots 
of curry powder. If such is the 
case, their attitude is not sur- 

ising. One such experience is 

ally enough to turn a person 
against the flavor for the rest 
of his days, Or until he has been 
given a proper introduction. 

Curry is a flavor which must 
be used with knowledge and dis- 
cretion. A good introduction may 
be found in curry sauce, which 
is the ueart and soul of many 
curry dishes. Here’s how: 

Chop one large onion, one ap- 
ple, three outside pieces of cel- 
ery, a clove of garlic and two 
carrots, Simmer them together in 
a fourth of a pound of butter 
or chicken fat for about five 
minutes, 


Now add a cup of flour and 
let it simmer for three more 
minutes. Now add six tablespoons 
of curry powder, two large chop- 
ped tomatoes and two tablespoons 
of shredded coconut. Mix this to- 
Rether and then add two quarts 
of chicken stock or consomme, 
one bay leaf, a tablespoon of 
whole black pepper and two 
tablespoons of chopped chutney. 

If you’re going to use the sauce 
on chicken, shrimp or crab, add 
a little cream. Also add some 
chopped chicken bones, or even 
bones of veal, lamb or beef. If, 
on the other hand, you're going 
to use the sauce on veal, lamb or 
beef, skip the bones. 

Now, cook the sauce 45 minutes

Unjoint a two and a half-pound 
broiler and roll it in flour sea- 
soned with salt and pepper. Heat 
three ounces of butter in a heavy 


skillet, toss in the chicken and 
saute it until it’s golden brown 
on all sides. 

Now add a cup of the curry 
sauce I just taught you how to 
make, and also a half a cup of 
cream. Put the lid on the skillet 
and let it simmer for. 18 minutes. 
Simmer, that is. Now toss in a 
teaspoon of chopped chutney and 
let it simmer some more until 
the chicken is tender and you 
can no longer control yourself. 

P.S. If the sauce should re- 
duce too fast while the chicken 
is getting dong, just add a little 
chicken broth or cream. Oh yes, 
and serve the dish with plenty 
of fluffy white rice.

IN CLOSING, here’s a simple 
little dish which will surprise 
you. It isn’t nearly as pretentious 
as it’s name, which is eggs en 
cocotte Indienne, but it’s deli- 
cious: 

Butter a couple of cocottes 
generously and place in each one 
a fourth of a cup of finely 
chopped curried chicken. Now 
break an egg in each cup. Place 
the cocottes in a pan of boiling 
water and bake them in a moder- 
ate oven for eight minutes. Then 
sprinkle them with a teaspoon 
each of shredded coconut.

OME of the new print fabrics 
S for fall are not only pretty as 

pictures, they are picture pat- 
terns, and are worthy of framing 
in special ways. Frame picture 
prints on a studio couch or a day 
bed, on the cushions and on wiue 
tailored kick pleats. 

The size of the new print pic- 
tures makes them easy to frame. 
Big pictures are almost cushion 
size, and need no more than cut- 
ting out the whole motif without 
repeat. 

Cut a pattern of the cushion 
top and the flounce section and 
place it on the fabric so the cen- 
ter of the picture motif hits dead 
center of the pattern. Thus the 
picture will center on each cush- 
ion and flounce section, and it’s 
your accuracy at this trick that 
makes the slipcover a success.

THE FRAMING then, is done 
with plain fabric, which builds 
up the good looks of the print 
by color contrast.

The 4 O'Clock Shadow on 
Malta's Ancient History 


By ADELE STARBIRD 
MALTA. 

ARLY every morning from my hotel balcony I look across 
k the harbor with its British ships to the city of Valetta 

that rises “just like a dream’—Sir Walter Scott’s words. 
Built in the sixteenth century “by gentlemen for gentlemen,” 
its palaces and basilicas of yellow limestone and marble lie 
pale golden in the morning sunshine. This is the city where 
the Knights of Malta lied and ruled until Napoleon came. 
After his downfall, the Maltese petitioned Great Britain to 
take them under its protection. 

The prehistoric period of Malta is written in neolithic 
temples and pottery and statuettes at least 5000 years old. 
So many temples are found here that archeologists believe 
Malta may have been particularly sacred in the ancient world, 
a center of worship for the mainland. They now maintain 
that it, not Crete, was the cradle of Mediterranean civilization. 


* * 

ITS WRITTEN HISTORY begins with the Phoenicians 
who remained in possession until the sixth century before 
Christ. They were followed by the Carthaginians 1, and 
they in turn by the Romans. The Arabs held it for 200 years. 
It was owned at times by Spain or Sicily or Majorca. 

The Holy Romar Emperor, Charles V, in 1530 gave Malta 
to the Knights of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, the 
wealthiest and most aristocratic order of European chivalry. 
Thereafter they were known as the Knights of Malta, and 
the island fortress became the shield of Christendom. Before 
the end of the century the Knights had to repulse the Turks 
in one of the bloodiest sieges in history. 

So important is the island strategically that Napoleon 
said he would rather have the enemy occupying the heights 
of Montmartre in Paris than the fortress of Malta.

DURING WORLD WAR II it suffered 3400 bombard- 
ments. From May 1942 to Aug. 15, 1943, ijt was touch and 
go with the defenders. They were almost starving when on 
that August day the battered remains of a convoy limped 
into the harbor bearing supplies. 
But the greatest event in the history of Malta was the 
shipwreck of St. Paul. The story is related in the Acts of 
the Aposties with so much accuracy of detail that scholars 
and mariners are agreed upon the spot consecrated by legend. 
Paul, prisorér of the Romans, was being taken to Rome at 
his own request to appeal unto Caesar. The party wintered 
here for three months, during which time Paul converted the 
islanders, who thus can claim to be one of the first apostolic 
churches, and who have maintained the Christian faith ever 
since. 


+ *x * 

ST. LUKE SPOKE of the kindness and hospitality of the 
islanders. As they were then, so are they today. They are 
‘proud and gentle, generous and sensitive. They are also a 
prolific people, so that 10,000 must emigrate every year to 
hold the population at 300,000, all the island can support. 

Here you feel the proximity of Africa and the Orient. 
In the narrow streets swarming with children—very clean 
childe .n, by .he way—in the second-story inclosed balconies 
which almost meet above the street, in the dark little shops, 
there is something Moorish, something at once indolent and 
vital. The vast rooms of the palaces, the gardens and court- 
yards, the deep cool interiors of the churches, and the 
opulent Royal Library bring together treasures that range 
from England to Damascus. 

The climate is delightful. True, the sun blazes down 
relentlessly. in the middle of the day, and the rocky little 
farms look burnt and arid, But, around 4 o’clock everything 
is transformed. A coolness is laid upon the land, the glare 
softens, the shadows lengthen, there is repose and benediction. 

One does not leave Malta without a pang. 


Prepared for Blindness, Now He Sees 


Dr. Robert Magin's ‘Miracle’ Came After He Spent 39 Years in His World of Growing Shadows

Sig oe Dr. Robert W. Ma- 
A cin d lived in a world of 

shadows, preparing to walk 
a lonely road of total darkness. 

But that was before Dr. Magin’s 

“mi acle.” 

Born with defective sight, the 
young minister of music at Grace 
Methodist Church, Skinker and 
Waterman boulevards, underwent 
an operation for the removal of 
a cataract on one eye five years 
ago. The sight of that eye was 
lost as a .result. 

Early this summer, the same 
surgeon operated again, removin 
a cataract from the other eye an 
performing additional corrective 
surgery. The odds were heavy 
against success and what little 
sight remained to Dr. Magin hung 
precariously in the balance. 

But when the bandages were 
removed, he knew the chance had 
been well. worth the taking. For 
the first time in his 39 years, he 
could see without #ifficulty the 
notes of a musical &taff, the rich 
color of stained glass, the expres- 
sion on a friend’s face. 

“Never before,” he said, “had 
I known the beauty of a smile.” 

Dr. Magin’s world had always 
been one of passing images and 
grayness. It always seemed, he 
said, as though he were looking 
through the wrong end of a tele- 
scope. 

“Doctors kept telling me all my 
life that I would have only a year, 
or, at the most, two, before I be- 
came completely blind,” he said. 
“So I prepared well for a life of 
blindness.” 

Before the first operation, 
physicians discovered that one 
eye had disintegrated to such an 
extent that surgery would be ex- 
tremely dangerous. But he de- 
decided on it anyway, and 
after consultation with authori- 
ties throughout the country came 
to St. Louis from his home in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., for the op- 
eration. 

As many had feared, the eye 
collapsed and Dr. Magin lost for- 
ever what vision had remained 
‘in it. But without bitterness at 
the result—he ulways had thought 
he would be blind some day any- 
way—he resumed the musical ca- 
reer which brought him back to 
St. Louis and to the Grace 
Methodist post two years ago. 

“I thought to myself: well, 
that’s that. I guess the doctors 
knew what @they were talking 
about, after all. 

“Then I learned Braille. 
the doctors doubted that 
other eye would last a year. 

“Five years went by and the 
eye held out. I felt I had a job 
to accomplish and that was why 
my sight was spared. But then, 
as it began to diminish, I felt I 
wasnt being fair to my parents 
and my friends, not to try my 
best to do something about it.” 

So again, in May of this year, 
he faced the choice: eventual 
blindness or surgery, with little 
hope of success. 

He chose the latter, and the 
“miracle” happened. Two days 
after the operation, when the 
bandages were removed, he saw 
the doctor standing by his bed, 
and he knew that for the first 
time in his life he could see 
without difficulty. 

“I knew then that the age of 
miracles had not gone,” he said. 
“I knew that there was evidence 
of the intervention of God, be- 
cause the doctors hadn’t given 
me much of a chance. I be- 
lieve, as e Bible says, “The 
effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.’ 
The prayers of my friends, I 
know, had much to do with the 
success of the operation.” 

H around his office at objects 
which a few months ago could 
appear only drab and gray. 

“It is wonderful to see what a 
smile is,” he said. “There is beau- 
ty in the expression of people. 
It is wonderful to look into the 
countehances of friends and see 
their eyes light up when they are 
happy. 

“I was intrigued to see chil- 
dren, to learn how even the 
smallest youngsters have bright- 
ness and vivacity.” 

He walked over to a staincd 
glass window. In rich blues and 
reds, it portrayed the figure of 
St. Cecelia, patron saint of sacred 
music. 

“I found this last year in an 
old mission in the West,” he 
said. “It was in the basement, 
discarded and dirty. My friends 
told me it was beautiful, but I 
couldn't appreciate it until I 
could see the lovely colors and 
fine design.” 

Born in a Methodist parsonage 
in La Crosse, Wis., Dr. Magin 
attended public schools in Min- 
nesota, Washington and Oregon 
as his father was transferred to 
various pulpits. Despite his im- 
paired eyesight, he became an 
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E smiled happily as he looked

accomplished musician even as a 
boy. And at the age of 15 he 
was organist in the church in 
Spokane, Wash. 

He also studied languages, and 
did a great deal of translating, 
but gave up his dream of beqom- 
ing a language professor because 
of his sight difficulty. 

“From my earliest days, I can 
remember going from chair to 
chair, groping, stumbling, trying 
to keep from falling down. As 
a student, it was always hard for 
me to see a blackboard. Much 
of my reading was done for me 
by my mother and friends. 
I tried to store up as much know- 
ledge as I could for that day 
when: I would live in a world of 
blindness.” 

He learned music mostly by 
hearing, as it was difficult for 
him to see the notes. But he 
built such a good foundation in 
musical knowledge that within 
the past year or so, when his 
sight was nearly gone, he learned 
the harp and the accordion. 

“I thought both would be of 
help to me after I became totally 
blind,” he. said. 

Knowing that time was running 
out, he became an exceptioval 
scholar despite his handicap. . He 
received his bachelor of arts de- 
gree from New York University, 
and in 1937 and 1938, studied in 
Europe, receiving a teaching di- 
ploma from the Ecole Normal de 
Musique in Paris. *He studied 
organ with Marcel Dupre and 
Joseph Bonnet and piano with 
Alfred Cortot. He attended the 
Institute Catholique de Paris 
where he _ studied Gregorian 
Chant and Roman Catholic the- 
ology. 

Later, he attended Union Theo- 
logical Seminary where he was 
awarded the degree of Master of 
Sacred Music and became one 
of a dozen or so musicians in the 
country to earn the degree of 
Doctor of Sacred Music. 

Dr. Magin completed a course 
in orchestral conducting at the

NEW YORK, Aug 23. 


ERNARD BARUCH’S latest advice to the American people, 

given on his eighty-first birthday, was the simple injunc- 

tion: “Don’t bellyache.” I expect he confused the pure 
definition of the word a bit and meant “whine,” because B.B. 
has been a great bellyacher for mahy a year. Bellyaching has 
earned him a reputation as a hard thinker and a powerful 
force for intelligence. 

In the dictionary, “bellyaching” as a verb largely means 
“to fret, as with discontent, to complain.” The old gentleman 
has been a fretter at foolishness and a loud complainer against 
stupidity as it affects the welfage. of the nation for much 
longer than I can recall. That's one reason they call him 
elder statesman. 

The nation was founded on bellyaching, and the Consti- 
tution he so much admires was t* direct fruiting of a na- 
tional bellyache. The Bill of Rights is an offshoot of belly- 
aching. Free speech is the verbal manifestation of the belly- 
ache. We have been a country of bellyachers since the Boston 


tea party. 
* * * 


I EXPECT there is a separation of meaning in the old 
gent’s message—complaining by itself is not enough to reform, 
but compaining backed by action is the answer. But it takes 
a power of bellyaching f@Sponsor a mite of action, and more 
bellyaching on top of that to make the action stick. 

The press has been bellyaching constantly about a great 
many things in the last few years, and without much net ef- 
fect at the time. But the cumulative griping' at what seems 
wrong and dumb and devious seems to have aroused a public 
eonsciousness to error that is bound to result in healthy 
amputation. 
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BARUCH CITES inflation as one of the main evils to 
beset the country, and mentions that the Government's failure 
to set up strict controls at the outbreak of the Korean mess 
has bred an unnecessary rise in prices and taxes. I recall 
him bellyaching aloud for controls when the war broke out, 
and if more people had bellyached with him we might have 
had something tougher than the silly, piece-meal attempts at 
supervision which occurred long after the horse was stolen. 

Governmental criticism, in the final definition, is noth- 
ing more nor less than the individual bellyache applied en 
masse to the elected representatives, and if the ache becomes 
strong enough, they cast out the rascals and the knaves and 

_ get up a fresh regime. Once you quit beefing the politicians 
dig themselves in almost beyond exhuming, and then they quit 
ealling it a Democracy.

I PERSONALLY have been a loud bellyacher at a great 
many things and people, and while I have not reformed the 
world, I have attempted to keep some aspects of it loose at 
the plate. That is at least another function of the complaint: 
it doesn’t give the target time for compléte and unassailable 
establishment. 

There is another definition for bellyache, as a noun: 
“Intestinal colic, or pain in the stomach.” I am quite sure, 
as we look about us at some of the doings in our legislative 
strongholds, that not even a Baruch injunction can prevent 
the people from being afflicted involuntarily with a deep- 
seated ache that is entirely non-mental.

Blood Plays 
Many Roles 


In the Body -

OUR body’s life-sustaining 

blood is the most unusual ma- 

terial in the world. Although 
not generally known as such, it is 
properly called an organ of the 
body. It has cells and performs 
many different but definite func- 
tions. 

Normally you have about five 
quarts of blood in your body. 
This contains about 25 trillion red 
blood corpuscles and 37 billion 
white blood cells. 

There are six different kinds of 
adult white blood cells. can 
be distinguished in a blood smear 
under the microscope. They are 
all important, in one way or an- 
other, in protecting you from in- 
fection and disease. One kind of 
white blood cells will increase 
relatively in one group of diseases 
while another kind increases in 
other diseases. 
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FOR REASONS still unknown, 
immature forms of these white 
blood cells may increase ten or 
ai hundred-fold in the disease 
known as leukemia. Literally, 
leukemia means white blood con- 
dition. 

There is another kind of solid 
matter in the blood which may or 
may not be cells. They are very 
“tiny particles called platelets. 
They are important in causing th 
blood to clot. There are normall 
about one trillion platelets in all 
five quarts of your blood. | 

Blood cells are continuously be- 
ing destroyed and thus they have. 
to be manufactured all the time. 
For instance, about 10 million red 
blood corpuscles are formed every 
second to replace those destroyed. 
This means about 864 billion red 
corpuscles are formed every day. 
At this rate, it takes about 30 
days to replace all the red blood 
corpuscles in your body. Conse- 
quently it is easy to see how an 
anemia, or lack of enough red 
blood corpuscles, would occur if 
the manufacturing facilities tem- 
porarily break down, or the cor- 
puscles are lost, or if the red cor- 
puscles are destroyed a great deal 
more rapidly than normally. How- 
ever, certain studies show that 
individual red corpuscles can sur- 
vive as long as two to three months 
in the blood. 
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IT ISN’T SURPRISING that so 
many red corpuscles are destroyed 
each day (and others formed to 
take their place) when you con- 
sider how they are flung around 
in the circulation. They are ex- 
posed to jostlings and innumer- 
able collisions with one another 
and with the artery walls. After 
becoming older, they are unable 
to withstand these abuses. Con- 
sidering that blood passes through 
the heart at the rate of about 
2500 gallons a day minimum, it 
must really have to speed along 
the miles of arteries, capillaries 
and veins. 

Besides the red and white cells, 
blood is made up of fluid (plasma) 
containing literally dozens of dif- 
ferent and very complicated chem- 
icals. Quite astonishing is the fact 
that all of these chemicals are 
maintained in the blood at the 
same concentration in health. This 
is due to very complicated rela- 


tionships between the blood and 
the 
skin, lungs and endocrine glands. 


kidneys, liver, intestines, 
Changes in various of these plas- 
ma substances occur in certain 
diseases. For this reason, labora- 
tory tests are sometimes essential 
to an accurate diagnosis. 

New methods of studying the 
blood and its relationship to nor- 
mal body function as well as dis- 
ease are constantly being discov- 
ered by curious research workers. 
A better understanding of blood’s 
composition and changes in dis- 
eases will reveal still. unwritten 
chapters of better diagnosis and 
treatment.

STORY has spread far and 
A wiae that grains of wheat 

thousands of years old have 
been planted and grown. These 
grains, we are told, were taken 
from Egyptian tombs. 

That is a romantic tale, but the 
eye of science looks on it with 
doubt. Grains of wheat tend to 
lose their power of sprouting as 
the years go by. 

Guides in Egypt may sell tour- 
ists wheat which they call “grain 
from tombs,” and this grain may 
sprout after being planted. Does 


that prove the grain to be thou- . 


sands of years old? Hardly! It is 
possible for a dishonest guide to 
place grain in a tomb before he 
takes a party of tourists to see 
the contents of the tomb. 

If we give up that wonderful 
tale, we have other wonders to 
put in its place. True stories can 
be told about the breeding of bet- 
ter kinds of wheat. 
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CAREFUL work has been done 
to breed larger wheat grains. 
Other breeding experts have pro- 
vided wheat which will grow in 
very cold parts of the world and 
wheat which will bear despite the 
attacks of rust fungi. 

In the course of tests, wheat 
grains have sprouted while rest- 
ing on ice! Several kinds of wheat 
will live even though: they go 
through frosts. 

The two nations which lead the 
world in wheat production are 
the United States and Russia.

Each of these has produced a 
yearly average of more than a 
thousand million bushels of wheat 
during the past 10 years. Between 
them they provide about one 
third of the world’s wheat. 
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THE CANADIAN  produciion 
has averaged close to 400,000,000 
bushels a year since 1940. That is 
a very high average for a country 
with Canada’s population. 

Farmers in certain small coun- 
tries make each acre of land give 
a very high yield. In Denmark, 
Holland and Belgium, they aver- 
age about 40 bushels per acre. 
The yield of an average wheat 
acre in the United States is only 
16% bushels.

Fried, grilled or baked—they 
are appropriate for service as 
an accompaniment to any type 
of meal. 

Grilled Tomatoes. 

Place slices of buttered bread 
on greased baking pan. Place a 
thick slice of tomato on each 
slice. Sprinkle with salt, paprika 
and a little sugar. Then sprinkle 
with grated cheese and bake in 
moderately hot over (425 degrees 
Fahrenheit) until cheese is melt- 
ed.
